Hamner Tells Philadelphia 
Police He*s Followed; 
Man Is Nabbed 


Philadelphia, May 20 UP)—Sec­ 
ond baseman Granny Ham ner of 
Ihe Philadelphia Phillies demand­ 
ed a showdown with owner Bob 
Carpenter today over what he 
termed the “Gestapo tactics’* of 
having players trailed by a private 
detective. 
Carpenter 
disclosed 
yesterday 
lie had hired a private detective 
to check on the after game habits 
of some of his players. The owner 
spoke up after a private investi­ 
gator was arrested Tuesday night 
when Hamner reported to police 
he was Iteing trailed. 
“I resent this and I intend to do 
something about it,” the 27-year- 
old player said today. “This stuff 
of treating me and other ball 
players like two-year-olds is going 
to wreck our club. We can win the 
pennant. We have a better team 
than in '50 when we won. 
“But this uncalled for Gestapo 
tactic will ruin our chances if 
they’re not cut out right away,” 
Ham ner asserted. 
The second baseman, who came 
to the Phillies in 1941 as a 17- 
year-old recruit and developed in­ 
to one of the National League’s 
top infielders, was bitter al>out the 
incident. 
Never Was Necessary 
Sitting in his North Philadel­ 
phia home with his pretty wife, 
Shirley, the Richmond, Va., native 
poured out his feeling about being 
trailed by a private detective to 
see if he went to bed on time. 
“I’m a ballplayer,” he said. “I 
make $25,(XX) a year. 
Tve got 
seven or eight good years ahead 
of me. I keep myself in shape and 
never, at any time, has it been 
necessary to have me followed by 
a private detective.” 
Carpenter said yesterday it was 
a normal major league procedure 
to kep tab on players by means of 
private investigators. He added 
that he had been using this tactic 
for a number of years. He said he 
wanted a baseball team physically 
and m entally prepared to face the 
rigors of a major league pennant 
race, 
“I want to be cleared of the im­ 
plications and inferences that be­ 
ing

Hamner said. 
“I know I am of some value to 
the team. If what I have to say 
mean's they’re going to trade me, 
I'm going to speak my piece.

W ashington, May 20 CD—Chair­ 
man Bridges (R-N. H.) said today 
the Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee will make a “searching in­ 
quiry” into the extent to which 
free world allies have agreed to 
relax

Bridges’ plan for an investiga­ 
tion of this issue came after Sen. 
M cCarthy (R-Wis.) told the Sen­ 
ate yesterday it would be “crim ­ 
inal folly” not to cut off U. S. 
financial aid to nations which ship 
“the sinews of m ilitary and eco­

strength”

M cCarthy had barely finished 
his iloor address before Foreign 
Aid Adm inistrator Harold E. Stas- 
sen shot back with a statem ent 
that what the senator said was 
“fantastic, unbelievable and un­ 
true.”

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ATOM PEACE POOL PLAN 
It is faintly heartening news that the 
White House has denied published reports of 
.a breakdown in the talks with the Soviet 
Union over President Eisenhower’s atom 
peace pool proposal. 
Evidently the United States still is study­ 
ing Russia’s most recent note on the matter 
and has not replied to the Kremlin. Until 
it responds one way or another, it cannot 
fairly be said the discussions have failed. 
Yet it must be conceded at the same time 
that they have not shown any great prom­ 
ise, either. 
The President’s plan was basically simple. 
Nations with resources of fissionable mate­ 
rial would contribut a part of their store to 
a common international pool which would 
then be devoted to development of peaceful 
uses for atomic energy. 
The hope was that as such work would 
advance, the pool would be increased and 
there would be less and less attention given 
to atomic energy for military purposes. 
But all indications are that Russia has 
raised the same old roadblock to this plan 
that it put in the way of previous Western 
proposals for the control of atomic energy. 
The Kremlin insists that a flat ban on atomic 
weapons be approved before any other steps 
are taken. 
In other words, Russia would have us first 
destroy the stockpile of bombs and other de­ 
vices wrhich are our principal assurance of 
security. After that we would have only the 
Kremlin’s word—which has no market any­ 
where—for sincere cooperation in a world­ 
wide plan aimed at peace. 
So long as this objection is made, there 
can be no control program nor even the frail­ 
est beginnings of the President’s noble pro­ 
posal to give mankind some constructive 
benefits from this staggering source of 
power. The hope that still remains is a thin 
reed. 


HEALTHY SIGN 
The April issue of Nation’s Business car­ 
ried a brief article on present-day economic 
thinking in the field of distribution—retail, 
service and wholesale businesses. Key execu­ 
tives expect 1954 trade to equal 1953. The 
magazine said, “This optimism seemed to be 
based upon preparedness on the part of 
these distributors to meet competition. This 
is a healthy sign—for it means better plan­ 
ning and more efficient operations.” 
The article also pointed out that this will 
be a big year so far as expansion and mod­ 
ernization of physical facilities is concerned. 
In one merchandising field alone, 1954 ex­ 
penditures for these purposes are estimated' 
at $880,000,000. 
This means that the retailers and the peo­ 
ple in allied fields have strong faith in our 
future—and aren’t influenced by the reces­ 
sion talk that has been heard. And from the 
point of view of the consumer, it means that 
he will get better service, still more attrac­ 
tive shopping surroundings — and the best 
possible selection of goods at the lowest pos­ 
sible prices. 
Competition always produces such bene­ 
ficial results—and competition in retailing 
has rarely been at a higher pitch than now. 


INDIA AND CHINA AGREE 
The Chinese Communists can be friendly 
when they try. They have just concluded a 
pact with India, governing relations with the 
intervening country of Tibet. India will 
withdraw troops from the trade routes be­ 
tween the Tibetan capital of Lhasa and 
Kalimpong in North India. The Chinese 
agree to protect Indian traders and pilgrims, 
but limit them to certain areas, instead of 
letting them have their former free range 
all over the country. 
On the exchange of concessions the Chi­ 
nese have somewhat the advantage. They 
may also hope to win India’s friendship in 
their disputes with the United States. If, 
however, the agreement is carried out sin­ 
cerely by the Communists, India will gain 
from the absence of friction on her northern 
border. 
In these parlous days the easing of hos­ 
tility anywhere in the wrorld is welcome 
news.

CREEPING McKINLEYISM 
The quips of Harry Truman may, in his old age, 
establish the most recent ex-President as a sharp 
phrase-maker. Most recently he invented the term, 
•‘Creeping McKinleyism” which apparently is to 
offset the term. “Creeping Socialism,’ invented by 
another ex-President, Herbert Hoover. Perhaps 
this is to be the era of the creeps. 
McKinleyism is an indefinable term. William 
McKinley was President during a prosperous period 
in American history when “The Full Dinner Pail” 
was.a slogan and “The Eight-Hour Day” a demand. 
It was a time of sound money based on the gold 
standard when wages were not too high and An­ 
drew Carnegie could look upon $50,000 a year as a 
great income. It was a period of enormous develop­ 
ments in industry and commerce in this country. 
McKinley was President from 1897 to 1901 
when he was assassinated and a nation wept. His 
had been a prosperous era, following the depres­ 
sion of the Cleveland Administration. Even the 
New Dealers ought to say a word for McKinley 
because government employment rose from 192,000 
to 256,000 during his Administration. Government 
receipts rose from $347,721,000 to $587,685,000 and 
there were no punitive income taxes, no devastat­ 
ing inheritance taxes. 
The government debt was trifling, never rising 
much over $1.000,000, The expenditures of govern­ 
ment were also comparatively small, only reaching 
$600,000,000 during the year after the limited 
Spanish American War. 
The population • was a rising one, increasing 
during the period between 1897 and 1901 from 
72,000,000 to 77,000,000. The How was still from 
East to West, from the seaboard cities to the open 
spaces. Immigration from European countries con­ 
tinued to be large, although it did not reach the 
enormous mass migrations of the next decade. 
During the McKinley years, 1,708,336 immigrants 
came to the United States from Europe. It was 
then that the large immigrations from Italy really 
began, reaching 100,000 in 1900. immigration from 
Russia, largely Jewish began to reach sizeable pro­ 
portions in the McKinley era. 
New industries came into existence. In fact, it 
was during the McKinley Administration that the 
typical enormous American corporation appeared, 
often as an amalgamation of existing small and 
non-integrated industries. The non-war-induced in­ 
dustry witnessed its sharpest rise during the Ad­ 
ministration of William McKinley. 
Money and business do . not altogether reflect 
the status of the individual. Are human beings hap- | 
pier on the gold standard than when they are liv- : 
ing on depreciated currency? Those who think in j 
terms of the mass, seek for what they call an I 
average man. There is none such. It can bo said 
that during the McKinley Administration those en­ 
gaged in the ownership or management of business, 
that is, banking in its numerous forms, manufac­ 
turing, transportation or the distribution of goods, 
enjoyed unusual opportunities for self-government, 
for the accumulation of wealth and social status. 
Such people lived in what has come to be known 
as the “Gay Nineties” and enjoyed it. Their num­ 
ber was on the constant increase, the recruitment 
being largely from the farming and white collar 
elements, although many artisans advanced them­ 
selves. 
The farmers were troubled by the scarcity of 
money and their dependence upon New York financ­ 
ing to move the crops. Modern means of agricul­ 
ture were just asserting themselves; the automo­ 
bile was not yet a general commodity and good 
roads were unknown. The Democratic Party, par­ 
ticularly in the Middle West, was being swayed by 
a radical concept, Populism, which might be de­ 
scribed as a conservative New Deal. 
The worker was just beginning to be organized 
in what was then called “trade unions,” a non- 
socialistic, voluntary form of labor union which 
developed into the great American Federation of 
Labor led by the conservative Samuel Gompers. 
Eugene V. Debs, on the other hand, strove for 
Socialistic labor unionism similar to that in Euro­ 
pean countries and made little progress. The ob­ 
jective of labor was a dollar a day for an eight- 
hour day, if they could get it. 
For most workers, life was tough, particularly 
for the immigrant groups, but as all of them came 
from countries where life was very much tougher 
and the standards much lower, these workers ac­ 
tually felt that they had improved their 
lot by 
coming to the United States. 
The current era in which we live really begins 
with McKinley. Who knows? It may end in the 
Indochina War. “Creeping McKinleyism” may be 
a restoration of a common sense reappraisal of 
American life,

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GROUP TREATMENT OF CHRONICALLY ILL 
While most patients are examined and ques­ 
tioned in private, there are some cases where 
others can be present and help answer questions. 
It was found, during World War 2, that some types 
of mental cases responded better when examined 
in groups. In giving the history of their disease to 
the physician these men were made aware that 
others beside themselves had similar symptoms 
and, realizing that their cases were not uncommon, 
helped reassure them. 
In the American Journal of Occupational Ther­ 
apy, Milwaukee, Drs. B. Koven and F. Shuff state 
that group treatm ent meets successfully the needs 
of the chronic patient. The chronically ill patient 
lives in a world in which he feels he is the center. 
He is assured by nurses and attendants as his daily 
needs require. He is asked for nothing in return 
and easily grows accustomed to receiving with 
little thought for giving. 
Most of the children with whom Drs. Koven 
and Shuff are concerned had spent their entire 
lives in hospital; they had had little normal exper­ 
ience. These physicians state that common every­ 
day objects were not perceived and, w’hen asked, 
the physician 
was 
told 
that 
“potatoes 
grow 
mashed,” “Horses give milk,” and “bread came on a 
plate.” Animals, other than cats and dogs, were 
strange. 
A program was organized that gave the children 
a dance-plav experience. Dance movements w*ere 
performed in wheelchairs and w*ith the upper half 
of the body. When the children grew tired, they 
sang “rounds” which were enjoyed enormously and 
these required group discipline. A “painting” day 
was started and some wrorked in other mediums. 
A big factor in the treatm ent of these chroni­ 
cally ill was that little allowance w-as made for 
.their disabilities other than to adapt equipment to 
fit their needs. 
The success and gratification resulting from 
their efforts in the group has given rise to a healthy 
enthusiasm. This group method of treatm ent has 
also been introduced into craft work w*hich means 
body and mind are at work at the same time. 
No one of the patients can complete an entire 
project by himself and the dependence on one an­ 
other and co-operation within teams has made for 
a healthy working situation that is preparing them 
for future “selected” employment. 
I believe we can all see the great advantages 
to these disabled patients who, working as a team 
with another group or groups and thus sharing the 
satisfaction of accomplishment of a definite object, 
will gain self-confidence and finally be able to ac­ 
commodate themselves to working conditions when 
they enter the outside world and mix with others.

Historical Society 
Admits Members; 
Reports Are Made 


New- members were admitted, a 
report on improvements to 
its 
headquarters was received, and a 
list of researches being conducted 
under supervision of the historical 
committee was made knowrn at 
the May meeting of the U lster 
County Historical Society held at 
the Bevier House in M arbletown 
on May 15. 
Myron S. Teller and Oliver J. 
Tillson, describing improvements 
to the society’s headquarters at 
the Bevier House, revealed that 
the new entrance door at the side 
entrance, a Dutch type door, had 
been fitted with hardw are dating 
back to Revolutionary limes or 
earlier.

The fun­ 
damental right to trial by jury is 
a precious portion of the Consti­ 
tution and in order to help keep 
this country free from foreign en­ 
croachment. this tradition must 
be carried on. 
Backs Eisenhower Stand 
Kelly praised the stand of Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower on the Supreme 
Court’s action on segregation this 
week when questioned at a press 
conference. Eisenhower was asked 
whether the court decision may 
have put his southern political 
supporters on a political hotspot 


because the ruling was handed 
down during the regime of the 
Republicans. Kelly said the Presi­ 
dent’s answer was “the Supreme 
Court is not under any adminis­ 
tration.” 
At the same time, the speaker 
said he was surprised to see how 
some of the men in high political 
office 
throughout 
the 
country 
were acting as a result of the 
high court's action. He pointed 
out that many of them were act­ 
ing foolishly, one governor even 
resorting to the threat of calling 
out the state militia. 
Again, the speaker pointed out. 
the Court’s action is another ex­ 
ample of our freedom here in the 
U. S.. “as a result of our Consti­ 
tution." 
Concluding his plea, the guest 
speaker called for the ever-vigi- 
lant approach to preserve the 
Constitution. “When we let it go 
by the boards we shall definitely 
be on the downgrade." he warned. 
Kelly also noted the expansion 
of Ulster county and surrounding 
area and said it was on the brink 
of prosperity through more jobs, 
influx of new residents and the 
like.

The increase—the so-called an­ 
nual improvement factor—will be 
the last of its kind under the cur­ 
rent five-year contracts between 
virtually all auto makers and the 
CIO United Auto Workers. 
The 
contracts expire in 1955. 
General Motors Corp. workers 
will get the raise on May 29 and 
those of Ford Motor Co. and 
Chrysler Corp. on June 1. 
Nu­ 
merous other similar contracts 
provide for like increases through­ 
out the industry. 
The raises are designed to pass 
on to workers gains from im­ 
proved tools, methods and other 
technological advances.
